diſtinguiſh of his ſouldiers diſpoſiti- 
ons , vſing lenitie to men of eaſier 
remper,ſeuerity, where a more intra- 
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ctable diſpoſition is ſeated. We haue 
paſsions of all natures , ſome more 
equally rewperate, others more illi- 
mited;the one ſort to be cheered, the 
other chaſticed Thoſe are to bee 
cheered, which areeyther good, or 
indifferently diſpoſed, for ſemi- ver- 
tues, as this age goes, are to be made 


much of, uch are to be chaſticed as 


oppoſe themſelues ditectly againſt

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third expedition into Aſia, having | 
beene 
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ceres from their wiues and chil- 
children, were entertained at their 
returne with a ſeruile warte : for 
their wiues, wearied with expecting 
their hus bands, imagining them to 
be rather diſcomſited, then detained 
by warre , married their ſeruants 
which were left at home to graze 
their cattell : the Maiſters at laſt te- 
turning home with victorie, were 
denyed the entrance of their owne 
prouinces, as if they had been ſtran- 
gets, by their owne ſeruants. Long 
and doubrfull was the victory, till 
the Scythians aduiſed to change the 
nature of the battell, calling to me- 
morie, how they fought not with 
enemies, but with their vaſla1les, & 
therefore not to be vanquiſhed by 
law of Armes, but the awe and au- 
thority of maiſters : ſo they rcſol. 
ved, for weapons, to carry whippes 
and other inſtruments of ſetuile 


 feare, where they no ſooner — 


the enemy, then with the ſight o 


their whippes , they became ſo diſ-

mayed, 


beene abſent for the ſpace of ſeauen 
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mayed, as they tooke themſelues to 
flight; ſo as that which (faith the Hi- 
Rorian) they could not atehieue by 
the power of their ſwords, they at- 
chieued by the feare of their whips, 

I would haue the ſpirit to deale fo 
with the fleſh ; to put her in minde, 
ſhe is but a ſeruant , and muſt obey ; 
| and now and then to ſhew the badge 
of her authoritie, the Symbole of 
her power , and the extent of her 
might. 

Miſerable doe wee account thar 
ſlate to be, where indiſcreete Go- 
uernours mannage the affaires of

povre ſoule, whereloener thou be, 
tor many of this ſort I knowe there 
be, that transferreſt the gouerne- 
ment of thy State, the helme of thy 
Shippe to ſo diſſolute a guide, ſo 
ſecure a Pilote as the irregular paſſi- 
ons ofthe fleſh.

That Sage of Greece thought no 
foole could bee better charaQtered 
then with Non putaram Thinking 
leaſt, when greateſt apparancie of 
danger demonſtrated her ſelfe. Foo-| 
liſh fleſh, that would gladiy go- 
uerne, yet knows not how : would 
ſtiere the Barke and precious veſſel} 
of my Soule, yet neither expert in 
weighing anchor, nor how to bal: 
laſe thy ſhippe cuenly, (to wit) with 
the laſtage of reaſon, and poyze of 
diſcretion, nor knoweſt thou thy 


Pointe and diſtances, and therefere 
| hazardeſt thy ſhippe in ſhelfes and 
ſands continually, 

Little knoweſt thou that rockes 
be neareſt where the ſeas ſeeme hi · 
teſt, Not a Syrens voyce but may 
tempt thee and draw thee to follie; 
thou haſt no power ouer thy ſelſe, & 
therefore ynfit to haue power or ſo- 
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ueraignty ouer another, No, as thou 
waſt created a ſeruant , thou ſhalt 
ſubie& thy ſelfe to the guidance of 
reaſon, the line and ſquare of a diſ- 
creete obedience. I will ſee thee 
play the ſubiect better before thou 
e King. Better is it for mee that my 
fleſh ſerue in a Turkes gallie, then in 
tyrannica!l diſcipline, to dominiere 
ouer my ſoule: poore and miſerable 
ſoule that hath ſuch a guardian.
